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Lloyd Speaks 


For Britain 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. Aug. 
14—Selwyn Lloyd, of Great Brit- 
ain, rose to speak, and a crowded 

gallery and the 
General Assem- 
bly gave ear. He 
led with a 
shrewdly con- 
ceived attack on 
Russia’s Andrei 
Gromyko which 
brought chuck- 
les in the gal- 
lery and amused 
many of the del- 
egates. Gromyko himself sat im- 
passive, his dark face, with its 


perpetual five o'clock shadow, 


mask-like and sardonic. 

This speech was a part of the 
Western plan. On the day be- 
fore, Gromyko viciously had at- 
tacked both Britain and the 
United States, but the latter was 
the more severely scolded. 

But the United States did not 
wish to reply. For the time be- 
ing, at least, this country’s po- 
sition will rest on the high ground 
of the President’s opening speech 
to the emergency session of the 
Assembly. 

It is this position which we will 
attempt to hold and sustain. There 
are many consultations going on. 
Indeed, the real Assembly is 
broken up into the numerous pri- 
vate meetings between heads of 
U.N. missions. 


Great Skill 

Selwyn Lloyd did not use the 
“you are another’ attack. His 
was with great skill. ‘‘Was it the 
small body of British troops in 
Jordan which had turned the Mid- 
die East into an arsenal, or was 
it the vast shipments of Russian 
arms into the area?’’ he asked. 
He noted, gently, to make the sar- 
casm more telling, that Mr.

It was a neat job of tak- 
ing much of the wind out of the 
Gromyko polemics of the day 
before. 

But, if it worried that Musco- 
vite at all he did not show it.

Make Friends

A bearded, friendly delegate 
from Indonesia assured me that 15 
of the 29 African-Asian nations 
which had met at Bandung in 
1955, also had caucused and would 
support the Russian resolution.

JEFFERSON—tThe sensational Charles H. Drake murder case which focused 
attention on this north Georgia county for two years was resolved in a series of 
rapid-fire developments in Piedmont Superior Court Thursday: 

1. A. D. Allen Jr. was found) 
guilty of murder and sentenced to 
life imprisonment as an accom- 
plice in the Drake death; 

2. Charles Paul (Rocky) Roths- 
child entered a plea of guilty to’ 
murder and was sentenced to. 
life imprisonment; | 

3. James Fulton Foster, origi- | 
nally sentenced to die almost | 
exactly two years ago, walked 
from the courtroom a free man 
by directed verdict. 

A jury finding Allen guilty 
returned a verdict at 1:20 p.m. 
after almost 21 hours and 50 min- 
utes of deliberation. 

These developments in the case 
were accompanied by laughter, 
tears, prayers, scripture reading 
from Foster and Rothschild. But 
Allen and his attorney William 
E. Spence protested his convic- 
tion as “contrary to evidence and 
based on his reputation.” 

They filed an immediate motion 
for a new trial and Judge Maylon 
B. Clinkscales set a hearing on 
the motion for Dec. 18. 

Immediately after court ad- 
journed in their particular cases, 
Allen left to return to the At- 
lanta Federal Penitentiary and 
Rothschild left to go back to 
South Carolina State Penitentiary. 

Foster, who opened his state- 
ment to a hastily selected jury of 
12 men by reading part of the 23rd 
Psalm and closed with a prayer, 
remained around the courthouse 
with his attorneys, shaking hands

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Jordan’s Delegate 
Unveils the Facts 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—The Jor- 
dan delegate to the U.N. General As- 
sembly, Abdul Monem Rifai, Thursday 
afternoon gave the emergency session 
what was a chapter and verse story of 
the flood of intrigue, subversion and in- 
citement from without which has almost 
washed away his small nation’s sov- 
ereignty. 

He, himself, concluded by saying it 
was sad to have to tell such a story’ 
and sad to say that Arabs have done such 
things to Arab brothers. But, he insisted, 
it was all true. 

It was a story which would not be ac- 
cepted in fiction. But coming so force- 
fully from him and sustained by docu- 
mentation, it was helpful to the position 
of the United States, Great Britain and 
other Western nations. It revealed the 
real meaning and method of indirect ag- 
gression. 

He also strictly denied Russia’s charge 
of aggressive use of troops. He declared 
that Jordan’s National Assembly unani- 
mously and urgently requested British 
troops and also American military aid. 
He argued against a U.N. police force for 
Jordan, asking instead for a strengthen- 
ing of Jordan’s own security. This unhap- 
pily is impossible. The Jordan throne 
stands only because the British troops are 
there and the real job of the U.N. is to 
find some way of changing it from a 
sovereignty to a trusteeship. 

The value of the U.N. as a forum for 
the advancement of ideas was illustrated 
late Thursday bv the speech of Ireland's 
delegate to the General Assembly. Frank 
Aiken. He brought to the floor the con- 
troversial subject which others so far 
have kept in the background, that of Is- 
rael and her Arab neighbors. He proposed 
that the U.N. itself compensate the Pales- 
tinian refugees who are one of the chief 
sources of Arab-Israeli friction. In the 
end this may be the only possible mech- 
anism for solving that old and acrimo- 
nious problem. 

He suggested, too, a neutralization of 
the entire Middle East. This, of course, 
cannot be done and is not indicated. But 
his position should be helpful in the 
attempt of the United States and Great 
Britain to have Jordan and Lebanon 
given and guaranteed a neutral status. 

What is happening here in the U.N. 
is the firing of a number of opening 
shots. Hope grows that a way may be 
found to attain Middle Eastern 
acreement. But the situation remains ex- 


tremely critical, even though eased. ;

Country Will Benefit 
From Education Bill 


Passage by the Senate of the federal 
aid to education bill is highly gratifying 
to all those who are interested in the fu- 
ture quality of instruction in this country. 

House and Senate conferences must 
work out some differences between the 
bill as previouslv, passed bv the House and 
that of the Senate, but at any rate an edu- 
cation bill is assured. This one, inspired 
by the fact of Russian advances in science, 
will provide scholarships and loans in the 
field of science. It will also maxe money 
available for improvement in teaching 
techniques, equipment and summer semi- 
nars. 

The bill is an important one as it 
stands. But it has added meaning for the 
future. The bill can be amended to pro- 
vide direct aid to the states. 

It is folly to think we can have a 
uniformly high standard of education and 
teaching in this country without it. 

Many states are to. poor in income to 
provide their children with good schools. 
As matters now stand, a shocking number 
of American children are being discrimi- 
nated against by being given instruction 
far below that offered childrenin the more 
prosperous states. It is difficult to un- 
derstand the opposition which exists to a 
system of federal aid when without it 
our educational level will sink lower and 
lower.

Firmer Stand of Juries 


In Fulton Is Welcome 


Judge Samuel Sibley, one of the finest 
jurists Georgia has ever produced, once 
pointed out there are three great courts 
of law. 

Speaking to the Georgia Bar Assn. at 

Tybee in 1919, Judge Sibley explained 
there is first of all the court of God's 
law. Then there is the court that edmin- 
isters man-made law. Finally, there is 
the court of public opinion. 

He said if everyone obeyed God’s law, 
the other two courts would not be neces- 
sary. 

Since man is far from perfect, man- 
made laws and courts are a part of so-

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ciety. Even they can be overruled by the 
court of public opinion. 


Because that is true, we are encour- 
aged to see that trial juries in Fulton 
County are bearing down. 


A juror is in effect an officer of the 
court. 


He is charged with seeing that justice 
is done. Justice does not mean leniency or 
clemency. Justice requires that the inno- 
cent shall not suffer, but it requires, too, 
that the guilty shall suffer if society is to 
be protected. 


If we are to control drunken driving, 
robbery and homicide, if we are to pro- 
tect a citizen’s property and his person, 
then a juror must earnestly, even rev- 
erently live up to his oath to enforce 
the law. 


A community usually experiences 
about that degree of wrongdoing which 
public opinion tolerates. 


When that opinion makes its weight 
felt on the side of the law, every citizen 
can feel more secure in his person and 
in his home.

Reelection of Rep. Adam Clayton 
Powell to the Congress of the United 
States should not be overlooked for its 
likely harmful effect on the problem of 
race.

Secrecy Shrouds 
Intelligence Corps 


WASHINGTON—The world’s unrest, and es- 
pecially the churning Middle East, is bringing 
unwelcomed attention to the most secret of- 


ficial organization in our history. The Central Intelligence Agency 
operates in shadows so deep as to make it a sort of unknown bureau 
even to the vast majority of the membership of its creator—Con- 


gress itself. 

CIA spends many millions a 
year—100 million dollars to 300 
million dollars, it is said. Nobody 
really knows how many mil- 
lions are involved excevt a hand- 
ful of senior members of the 
Senate and House in the armed 
services and appropriations sub- 
committees. 

CIA operates abroad in a strictly 
cloak-and-dagger way. Expressed 
in television<ddrama terms, its 
main mission is to run spy and 
counter-spy work at both high 
and low levels. It has once or 
twice been whispered that CIA 
agents have had a hand in fo 
menting national uprisings in for- 
eign countries — specifically in 
helping to overturn Communist 
regimes hostile to the free world. 

If it ‘‘failed’’ to scent out the 
recent anti-Western coup. in 
Iragq—and a complicated tale is 
involved here—so did the British, 
the Israelis and even the Iraq 
security forces themselves. 


CIA agents conceivably could 
take actions involving the United 
States in serious clashes with 
any foreign government. 


All these circumstances are 
again disturbing many in Con- 
gress, notably the assistant Sen- 
ate. Democratic leader, Mike 
Mansfield of Mentana. Mansfield 
has long sought the creation of a 
joint congressional committee to 
oversee CIA in at least some 
degree.

| Like a Trial GF 


There's nothing like a trial. There's absolutely nothing like an 
exhausting, confusing, funny, little, pitiful, dramatic trial. 

The weekly newspaper proprietor sitting next to me in the 
courtroom at Jefferson said it was her first trial. Her husband 
usually has all the fun in their business. He goes to the courthouse 
and the jail. He talks to politicians and wreck victims and her 
portion is usually the desk and the telephone and the club notices 
and the subscriptions back at tne office. 


The first day of the Allen trial this lady felt a touch tri- 
umphant that she had maneuvered her husband into keeping the 
shop while she sallied forth to the courthouse to cover a man’s 
fight for his life. The second day she looked a little wilted from 
the heat and a little pale. Once she whispered to me, ‘‘Wouldn’t 
you hate to be a lawyer?” And along about the third day she 
listened to the judge read his charge to the jury in a careful, un- 
inflected tone, using practically all legal phraseology. 


“Do you suppose the jury understands a word of that?” she 


ed. 

I don’t suppose for a minute that the jury understood all of it. 
And I sure wouldn’t want to be a lawyer carrying the heavy re- 
sponsibility of a man’s life on the frail craft of my skill and brains. 
But both the cumbersome, picturesque legal language and the 
whole ritualistic courtroom search for justice and truth fascinate 
me. 


The days seem interminable. The jousting and jockeying of 
the lawyers is frequently confusing. The testimony is sometimes 
dull and repetitious. Deadlines creep up on you at the most in- 
opportune times. Either the testimony has become so interesting 
you are scared to leave the courtroom or the jury is still eut and 
you have nothing new to report. The telephone situation will 
trap you if you aren’t careful. There are only three or four phones 
in the courthouse and there are about eight or 10 reporters. want- 
ing to use them. If you stop to speak to somebody you'll miss 
your chance at the phone and either have to wait in line or run 
down to the corner where there’s a sidewalk booth. This also 
presents a problem. If you close the door to the telephone booth 
it’s like stepping into a steam bath. If you leave it open trucks 
roar by and you can’t hear yourself, much less the person at the 
other end of the line. 


But in between these minor detractions a murder trial is still 
to me the most interesting rite in our civilization. A man may in 
simple anger or avarice kill another man. But there’s nothing sim- 
ple about the search to determine the truth and to punish him 
justly. It is bound about with complicated rules going back 
centuries, by stately language and an order as imposing as a 
church service. And sandwiched between rules and ceremony 
there’s the showmanship, the lawyer joking, weeping, almost pray- 
ing with the jury. The dialogue ig better than any playwright 
could dream up. 

Then there's the sociability. A trial brings people out and at 
the recesses there are friendly little gatherings. Lawyers talk old 
trials, reporters talk old stories and somehow they all get mixed 
together and everybody talks politics. 


Jackson County’s courthouse probably has one of the most 
youthful arrays of public officials in the state. The Superior 
Court judge, Maylon B. Clinkscales, is 36 years old. Sol. Gen. 
Alfred Quillian is 32. Clerk Billy Elder, who was nominated for 
his office when he was but 22, is now barely 30. And even Sheriff 
Jehn B. Brook’s chief deputy, C. H. Spence, is 34. 


All this youth at the old courthouse brings a new atmosphere 
to a murder trial. But if it weren’t youth it would be something. 
They're all different and all interesting.

and (3) starch (rice, potato, 
white bread, etc.) Fruit and 
fruit juices still are given with- 
out limit between meals. 

Fifth day: Increase to two 
teaspoons of each food at each 
meal. 

Sixth day: Increase to three 
teaspoons of each food at each 
meal. 

In short, eating becomes a 
privilege rather than a duty. 
After three days, the average 
child is begging for food. Among 
her 1,000 children, Dr. Mac-

A Savory Blend of Chicken Broth, Garlic and Crushed Almonds 


The Housewife Takes Liberties 


Women tak: a lot of critical 
beating. They are accused (un- 
justly, of course) of putting the 
darndest ingredients together, 
making food eye-pretty to the 
detriment of taste and other 
things, too unfair to mention. 


But what American woman 
would ever dare to suggest com- 
bining melon and almonds in 
garlic-flavored chicken broth, 
blended to a smooth consistency 
with olive oil and a little wine 
vinegar? Believe it or not, this 
is a favorite in Spain, especially 
with hirsute Spanish males. 
What’s more, the melon-with- 
garlic soup is iced. And the re- 
sult is a luscious, refreshing 
surprise. 

Before you turn away in dis- 
belief, just think of fruit salad 
with a garlic-scented French 
dressing. The flavor combina- 
tion is not too different. 

Spain being a hot country, 
iced soups of many kinds are 
popular, with Gazpacho, the 
salad-soup, heading the list. But 
suppose you have planned an 
iced soup for dinner when up 
comes a thunderstorm, the air 
turns sharpiy cool, and iced 
soup seems the last thing in the 
world anybody wants? A _ hot 
soup would be more like it. 
Then change your iced soup to 
hot, before you add the ice, of 
course. The Spanish Sopa de 
Ajo Blanco (with melon) can 
just as easily be a hot Sopa de 
Ajo, with poached eggs instead 
of melon floating on its savory 
surface. (The melon can be 
switched to dessert, or saved 
for tomorrow’s breakfast.) 

Another delightful cold soup 
that can be changed to hot at 
the last moment is a jellied 
consomme with mayonnaise. 
The jellied soup has a layer of 
mayonnaise encased in the cen- 
ter. Served cold, the mayon- 
naise becomes a built-in sauce 
for the jellie’ broth. But if at 
the last moment you want a hot 
consomme, or perhaps only half 
the jellied consomme was con- 
sumed the first time and you 
want to change it, just slowly 
heat the jellied soup, stirring 
constantly to blend the mayon- 
naise into the broth for a 
smooth, creamy consistency, 
taking care not to let the soup 
come to a boil. 


SOPA DE AJO BLANCO 
(iced) 

Crush 3 cloves of garlic with 
garlic press or in a mortar 
with pestle. Remove bits of 
skin; use only the juice and soft 
pulp. Crush 10 toasted almonds 
in an electric blender (or with 
mortar and pestle). Blend the 
almonds and garlic with 2 ta- 
blespoons olive oil, 1 teaspoon 
salt and a dash of ‘peprer. Add 
1 cup bread crumbs (2 slices 
of bread, crusts r.moved, torn 
into fine pieces); blend well. 

About an hour before the soup 
is to be served, add 8 ice cubes 
and 1 can of clear chicken broth 
(or 2 chicken chicken bouillon 
cubes dissolved in 2 cups 
water). Let cubes partially me!t 
at room temperature (refriger- 
ate only if dinner is delayed). 
At last moment,

and garlic with 2 tablespoons 
olive oil, a teaspoon of salt and 
a dash of pepper. Add 1 cup 
bread crumbs (2 slices of bread, 
crusts removed); blend well. 
Shortly before soup is to be 
served, add a quart of water 
and a can of clear chicken 
broth. Bring to a boil, simmer 
15 minutes. Slip: into the hot 
soup 6 eggs ‘one for each serv- 
ing); poach eggs in soup. Serve 
garnished with slivered toasted 
almonds. 


JELLIED CONSOMME WITH 
SPANISH MAYONNAISE 


Use 2 cans of beef consomme, 


2 tablespoons dry sherry or % 
cup dry white wine, and % cup 
mayonnaise. To make mayon- 
naise, beat one egg yolk until 
thick, slowly add 1 cup olive 
oil, beating constantly until 


thickened. Season to taste with 
salt, pepper, a little mustard 
and 1 tablespoon vinegar. Pour 
the first can of consomme into 
a ring mold, adding 1 table- 
spoon of sherry or 2 tablespoons 
dry white wine. Chill until firm. 
Place the mayonnaise over the 
layer in the center, leaving both 
edges clear. Pour part of the 
second can of consomme, mixed 
with the wine, around the edges 
of the mayonnaise. Chill until 
partially firm. Add remaining 
consomme; chill until very firm. 
To serve, unmold, cut in wedg- 
es and serve on lettuce with 
lemon quarters. Save any re- 
maining consomme to serve hot: 
heat very slowly, stirring con- 
stantly to blend mayonnaise 
smoothly into consomme. Serve 
with thin slices of lemon as 
garnish.
